The  villages  of  Stretton,  Chitwoods,  Branstone  and 
Barton-under-Needwood,  are  largely  supplied  with  water  by 
the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  and  streams  are  free  from  pollution. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Rural  District  Council  have  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Works  at  Tutbury,  Rolleston  and  Barton-under- 
Needwood.  Bacteria  treatment  and  percolatery  filters  at 
Branstone,  the  sewage  is  collected  into  cesspools  built  and 
emptied  by  the  Council.  The  portion  of  Branstone  close  to 
the  Burton  Borough  and  also  Outwoods,  have  sewers  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Burton  sewer  mains. 


The  whole  of  these  works,  have  worked  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.
